THE MOROCCO QUESTION 



Regarded as Bluff Germany's 
Covert Threat of War 
in 1905 



Paris, Jan. 24. — During the dl^ciis- 
Kion today In cliamber of dojjiitlrs of 
llic Interpellation on Morocco intro- 
duced by M. Jaures, Socialist, iVI. Del- 
casse addressed the cliamber l:or the 
flr.st time since his retirement from tho 
ministry of foreign affairs in 1905. Ho 
recflvod an ovation -such liad not 
been wltnes.'seiJ in thf chamber of de- 
puties for month.s, and it did not come 
from the inember.s of his jjarty alone. 
The speech was In defence not only oi 
Ills Jloroccan policy but of his general 
policy oi: friendly ententes with, for- 
eign nations. 

The Moroccan policy initiated by 
him, M. Delcasse declared, was based 
on the principle o£ Franco's predom- 
Inent position in North Africa, which 
com])elled her to prevent any other 
power ostabli.shing an InflMencc at Fez, 
whore it would become a racnace to 
Algeria. M. Delca.sse created some- 
thing of a stir by describing the covert 
thrco.t of war, unless Prance took the 
dispute concerning Morocco to the Al- 
geciras convention for adjustment, as 
a German bluff. Rather than yield, li<i 
declared, ho had ■etirort from the for- 
eign ministry. 

Nevertheless Germany's object, which 
was, he said, to break the circle ol 
France's advances and friendships, 
had failed. France's policy of fortl- 
fylng- her international position nad 
twice saved the peace of the world. 
It had solved the dlfference.s fxiit- 
ing between I'Yancc and Great B:ltain 
and drawn Spain and Italy clostr to- 
gether without displeasing Russia. 

Seven years ago, while France was 
prostrated and Isolated, Germany, her 
conqueror, was building up the triple 
alliance, continued M. Delcasse, at 
least our present chain of alliances 
and ententes, forged after Infinite 
pains, guaranteed our security for the 
future. The wholo world recognized 
that the Anglo-France entente pro- 
vented a universal conflagration dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese war. Our 
greatest peril now lies not abroad but 
in the Internal dissensions at . hoin6. 
If we stand true to out alllarices, 
France will remain the mistress of her' 
destinies." 

Although ho had opposed taking the 
Moroccan question to Algociras, M. 
Delcasse said he had done nothing to 
embarrass the government, and since 
the obligations of the treaty of Alge- 
ciras had been accepted, Ffance.must 
honestly: abide by them.

Government Says All. is Safe-

Lisbon, Jan. 24. — The transmission of 
the following despatch was permitted 
by the authorities after due censor- 
ship: "Lisbon Is filled today wdth dis- 
turbing rumors, but there have been 
no new developments iii the abortive 
attempt of two nights 'ago to over- 
throw . the monarchy and proclaim 
Portugal a republic." ■ .

London, Jan. 24. — lA. despatch has 
been received here from Lisbon saying 
tliat Dr. Farmano Lopez, who was 
connected with tho recent conspiracy 
to blow up Premier France with a 
bomb, made a daring escape today from 
the San Julitui prison, a strong fortress 
at the mouth of the Tagus river. Be- 
cause of the high social ])osition of Dr. 
Lopez, permission was given a party 
of his friends to visit him in prison. 
This party went to the fortress in a 
motor car. .A8:the' auto drew up in 
front of the 'prison a terrible explosion 
was h'eard. > 

The commander of the prison, after 
a brief Investigation, ordered that the 
party bo examined, and guards wore 
placed around the fortress. A further 
examination was then made, but no 
explanation of the explosion could be 
found. Tho visitors were then allowed 
to depart in their motor car. It was 
learned later that Dr. Lopez had es- 
caped during the confusion following 
the explosion. Some one had p.assed 
him keys througli the grating of the 
window of his cell. With these he un- 
locked the door and joined his friends. 
He is sjuppofled.to hav.e gone away in 
the motor, car - disguised with heavy 
•rimmed' motor glasses and big coat. 

The entire staff of the fortress, in- 
cluding the commander;- bav6 '"been ar- 
rested on suspicion of accepting a bribe 
to permit the escape of the prisoner, 
and a reward has been offered for the 
arrest of Dr. I.,opez. 

Lisbon. Jan 24. — Following the es- 
cape of Dr. Lopez, from the San Jul- 
ian prison today, the government Is- 
sued a note declaring that Lopez is not 
in politieal circles, and denying the re- 
port that tho cotnmander and the staff 
of the fortress li.ad boon arrested on 
Bu.spiclon of li.avlng connived at the 
escape. The note declares furtlier that 
there have boon no defections in the 
army.

worst, Much suffering has been oc- 
casioned. There has been the' usual 
toll of death exacted and the monetarv 
damage rims into the thousands. 

There is a merciful point In the 
storm, which gives employment to 
thousands of tho unemployed at street 
cleaning. Ah who sought employment 
from last midnight found It readily 
and at good wages. Tho man with tho,,, 
Khover was everywhere in demand*.,- 
The street cleaning department em-*'', 
ployed some 3,000 shovellers, the trac^. 
tion companies as .^many moie, and 
thousands of others earned many dol^p 
lars from householders by, shovelling" 
off walks that a munlficeht:prpviaence 
allowed to be proniEtly filled again, to 
the pecuniary .advantage ;0f ■-■the -next 
labor tjieeker '.iiriib;ohan6ed by. , 

Even with all who would work, tho. 
streets in the outlying sections could 
not be kept open, and many a house 
owner who had waded home aftOr a ■ 
day in the office was obliged to spend 
the evening in a more or less futile ef- 
fort to comply with tho sidewalk 
cleaning ordinance. Probably the most 
polgimant distress was experienced by 
tho several thousand genuine tramps 
who have ridden into town on the hard 
times wave, and since enjoyed tho 
city's bounty, awoke to find them- 
selves confronted with an unmistak- 
able opportunity to v/ork. Some rose' 
to the occasion, and others sliifted--, 
tlieir lodgings. 

As the day grew shorter and tho 
mercury fell the cold pinched in many 
quarters, and tonight the charity so- 
cieties had their hands full. 

The Bowery bread lines, perhaps .. 
the mjost pitiful of the city's public 
exhibitions of poverty,,; were extended 
tonlght..fbr -blocks' fur^lKW . than before 
this winter, and at ah early hour it 
was. said '■■that the supply would not;

.lust wliat was that Tesponsibility 
llie (.^ovi'mmeiit luid apjieared very 
anxious to iivoid enquiry into tiiis, 
and this would be sufticient juslilica- 
tion for thc^ siieaker to vote for tho 
amcndmeiil. 

Dangerous Precedent 
A dan,gorou.-i jirecedeni was being 
set :ind one wliicli if tlie authorities 
upon constitutional matters who had 
already spoken were right, was new in 
the iiistory of <"anada. It was a dan- 
gerous thing to have this entered in 
lii(> rceiirds of tile liousc, that a, lieu- 
lehiint -goviTiior witliout llie assenl of 
liis con>\tltiiti(iiial ad\iser.-5 l)ut upon 
ills own responsibility should refusi; 
to tissont to legislation jiasKed by tlie 
house without being advised to do so 
I by his conjititutionai niiisters, tlie au- 
I thorities at Ottawa. Therefore a very 
I great reHponsibillly devolved upon tlin 
house to prevent such a precedent go- 
ing on the records. 

The Socinlisl nieniliers were anxious 
to' liave this matter delved into but 
so far their clforls iiiid been set at 
naught. The Ijiljerals had been af- 
fording them a half liearted support 
but only for the reason that they de- 
pended upon the government to burke 
the enquiry. 

Nevcrtheleiss, it was a fadt that if 
the lleutenhnt- governor was to ho 
made- a precedent, It was a step to 
limit "constitutional usage and was ^n 
deiiaiico of tho whole tendency of the 
age. 

Result of Liberal Perfidy

Ralph:,8mith's Attitude 

The hon. meniber for Delta had told 
the house tlidt Ralph Smith was in- 
terpolating the premier of the Domin- 
ion upon the question of the non-as'- 
sent of the lieutenant-governor of 
British Columbia to tlie bill excluding 
the Japanese. Tlie altitude of Ralph 
Smith upon the question of excluding 
the Japanese was well known. 

A newspaper reporter In Ottawa had 
asked Ralph Smith if It were not a 
tact that British Columbia wanted the 
Jaiiuiiese included in tlie original ex- 
clusion act. Mr. Sinltli said that 
Briti.'ih (..'olumbia had not the -same 
objection to the Japanese as they had 
to the Chine.se, as the Japanese dressed 
nice Caucasians, acted, like Oaucusians 
and were only different in'vthat they 
would not join the labor unions. lOvon 
In the last part' of the statement Mr. 
Smith had been incoA-cot for the labor 
unions of Vancouver had applications 
from "Japanese on file asking;.. leave to 
■Join., • 'V ■ •• 

When the G. T. P; charter -waf up 
In the house for amendment, W. -If. 
McLean, M. P. for West York, In the 
Dominion parliament, had endeavored 
to have a clause introduced forbid- 
ding tho emplovniont ot Japanese up- 
on that iindortaknig, 

Mr. Smith hud told McLean that he 
ought to take a broadmlnded view of 
the question. Mr. Smith is so broad- 
minded that ho ,sees the other side ot 
the. question first. He told tho mem- 
ber for AVest Yorlc also that as the C. 
P. 11. had employed Chinese some 
twenty years before upon construction 
work, it would be unfair to refuse to 
extend similar privileges to the G. T. 
P. 

Again, when tiie Japanese treaty 
was before the Dominion house there 
was no Word of protest from Wr. 
Smith. Speaking at a meeting in 
Nanaimo, Mr. Smith' bad stated that 
wjien tho Japanese treaty liad come 
lip for consideration they had not seen 
just how grave the treaty would prove, 
if it be not the function of tho "wise 
iiilkos" down at Ottawa to look into 
tho future and pass wise legislation, 
what was their function? lllndsigiit 
was t"no property of any fool. 

Mr. Sniltli just now was getting ac- 
tive to malce a little political capital 
out of a question and a situation which 
had arisen only through his own per- 
fidy. 

In tills province the Oriental had 
no vote but It is not so In the Yukon. 
There the Jajianese had votes. Wliose 
was the responsibility for that. It was 
law through the action of the legis- 
lative council of the Yukon and the 
majority of that council was not elec- 
tive, but was appointed by tli'e Liberal 
government at Ottawa. The Liberal 
government must take the responsi- 
bility for these Japanese being allow- 
ed to vote. 'l"he Japanese, like good 
white men, were learning even to vote 
twice according to some accounts 
which had reached the south. 

The Liberal government were re- 
sponsible for the fact that citizens' 
papers were as much a part of the 
paraphenalla of a cannery as Its nets 
and boats. They were handed to Ja- 
panese and gave them the right to 
take out {Islilng licenses. This mat- 
ter Avas wliolly v/ithin, the jurisdiction 
of the Liberal government at Ottawa 
and Mr. U'illlaiiis recommended the 
matter to the attention of the hon. 
member for Delta (Mr, Oliver). 

Mr. Oliver — I have never heard of 
this matter liefore. 

Jlr. Williani.s — I am not here to su)>- 
ply the hon gentleman with informa- 
tion regarding these matters, but if 
the exigencies of politics will permit, 
he will do -wcW to give them his at- 
tention for they are right at his door. 
An Instance of Graft 

His attention' had been drawn to a 
little graft In connection with tho 
fisheries. He did not preHeely know 
how exclusive it waa, but the' company 
In question paid $10 a year for the 
exelusivi! right of fisliing across the 
mouth of one of tlie best streams in 
British Colunvbia. These particular 
gratis were worked through the de- 
liartment of fisheries, along with the 
recommendation of the member in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa for the 
district in which the concession lay. 
(Hear, hear.) Now, this particular 
graft lay right in Raliih Smith's dis- 
trict (hear, liear) and if tliat peculiar 
grntleman was so eternally and so un- 
.ilterabiy opposed to llie Japanese 
they would have found something in 
this concession to tlie effect thai Jap- 
anese and other Orientals sliould not 
be employed in connection with it. 
!:5i.it tliey found in the papers noliiing 
whatever of the Icind. An exclusive 
right of fi.^hlng bad l)een granted to 
this corporation, and they had set up 
large works within a few, miles of the 
city of Natialmo. Now, these ' sJifielAl 
grants were also given on the recom- 
mendation of the member for the dis- 
trict in question, and they would na- 
turally expect, if the delegation of 
Liberal ineu.:.. ''.s that had been sent 
Id the House of Coniinnns at Ottawa 
were realiy opposed lo Oriental labor, 
tliat they woald find soiiietliing in this 
exclusive grant wliicli would prohibit 
the emiiloymenl of Mongolians. Bui 
on the contrary, absolutely nothing of 
the kind appeared in the grant. 

And what was more to the point an 
shoAving tlie character of the Lilioial 
memb''r.s at Ottawa, who came from 
this province; this iiuhistry was wholly 
nuinaged by Japanese, fllear, liear.) 
With the exception of the cIiMirmaii 
and shareliolder.y, every iierson em- 
ployed on lliese work.s. not excepting 
the" mecliaiii('S, ivere .lapanese. Ami 
lie would not ad\ise liic sending of 
the Britisli flag u|) there, because 
tlieso people di'd not like this flag. 
These instances gave tho house some 
practical standard by which they wore 
able to ■mcttsuro the uttltude-on this 
Asiatic question of the -lilberal mem- 
liers who represented British Colum- 
bia In the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa. (Hear, hear.) And they gave a 
sure ihdlcatlon. of tho real senlimonts 
oC those persons, on this Japanese 
question, (HeaVi hear.) i ,;^ 

Insincerity of Liberals; ■ 
The hon. nipmber tor ' Chllliwhack 
tiilked gllhbly about "educating" thO' 
na.U on Ihls Asia lie question. TIlLsj 
was a favorite phrase with the mcni- 
bors of the Antl-A.slatIc lenguo; but ill 
wfis a, perfecll^• futile and nonsensical! 
exiiedleiil. These seven men, who re- 1 
presented iMs pi-ovlnco nt Ottawa | 
showed tlieir sincerlly upon this vvholei 
ijuestlon of Oriental immigration In: 
tlic fact that they had most "crirefuMy' 
refrained from cenHurlng the govern- 
ii)cnt at Ottava for the position taken 
by that government upon, the Asiatic 
question. The Liberal members ot tlil.s 
house had voted unanimously to ex- 
clude this class of immigration, but if 
the members of the Liberal party of 
this province/' wore honest and itjally 
sincere in this jiiattor, thfey |lif>.d«.the 
means for ' Influencing and ' they would 
long .since have oxereisod ■ this In- 
lluonco, which thoy. undoubtedly pp.s- 
sossed, Upon! tho I Liberal ministry at 
Ottawa. (Consorvivtlve applause,) 



But the provincial Liberal party care- 
fully abstained from bringing pressure 
to bear upon Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
his administration In order to bring 
about a much-needed change of policy. 
(Hear, hear). 

Ralph Smith's Betrayal. 

They were told that Ralph Smith 
had yesterday asked a question in tho 
House at Ottawa! in qonneotioh' wlth 
this bill. Now he i \vas " always ' de- 
lighted to liear Ralph"' Smith's name 
mentioned. -At one time , ho had i 
worked with that gentleman and was i 
fairly conversant • with his character i 
and history, and in particular wHli his I 
record upon this Asiatic question.] 
While the hands of some men might] 
not be tied in regard to this issue, | 
this was not at' all 'the case with Raliilij 
Smith; and one of the crimes with I 
which ho liiniselC was charged, was in I 
having ^•oted for that gentleman, and 
tlie question of the exclusion of Asia- 
tics was a distinct issue a.t that par- 
ticular lime. He desired the house to 
notice the circumstance tliat ho used 
the word "Asiatic" not the word 
"Chinese." l-'or this was a verv dif- 
lercnt thing, ,-i.nd related to tlie ex- 
clusion not merely of a portion of the 
Asiatic race,— tho Chinese— but of 
Asiatics ot all races and of all des- 
crlptlon.s. (Hear, hear.) Ralph 
bmiln was elected on the Nelson In- 
dependent platform, which was resolv- 
ed upon at a convention of laboring 
men held at Nelson, and one of the 
leading planks of this platform Avas 
Asiatic exclusion. And as one of the 
results which follov/ed this convention 
a commission was .^jent out to investi- 
gate thI.s question. 

Commissions are Convenient 

Now commissions were very con- 
venient in two ways All political 
parties and governments had people 
lianging on lo their skirts and in need 
of provender, and it wa.? a very handy 
tiling to be able to issue comniis.slons 
in order to give such hangers -on em- 
ployment and to keep tlicm quiet. 
(Hear, hear.) 

And then, in tho second place, com- 
missions were exceedingly handy in- 
struments for tho party which ap- 
pointed tlieni; as their members could 
invariably be dejiended upon to reach 
exactly those conclusions which the 
WPOinting party directed them to: 
reach. (Hear, liear.) And so, of course, 
the members of this commission in 
tlieir report to the Liberal government 
at Ottawa justilied the exclusion of 
the Chinese, while they left tlie Jap- 
anese question untouched. (Hlar, 
hear.) 

Exclusion League 

The Asiatic Exclusion league next 
came in for a share of Mr. Wllllam.5' 
attention. Tho members of tliese 
leagues jiay a monthly tax and the 
object of the league is to educate the 
East with regard to the situation here 
and the menace to Canada the influx 
of Orientals constitutes. 

0. Jardine (lO.squimalt) : "There is 
no monthly tax. There is an entrance 
fee of lift.N- cents." 

Mr. WilllamM: "Yes, and I am sure 
that any number of meinbor.s of the 
league would be very ready to do down 
to the East and aid in educating the 
people there— Gordon Grant for one." 

Continuing, he stated that the only 
people in the East who require educa- 
tion along these lines were a ^ew 
manufacturers, who apparently are 
very strong -ivitli the Liberal govern- 
ment. < 

In view ot the fact that the Natal 
act, if re-enacted could only be in force 
for a few days, he would like to bring 
to the attention of the government 
other ways in which the^same results 
might be effeetei. . - * 

Under the railv/ay assessment adt 
which was being amended, it would be 
possible lo discriminate against rail- 
ways which employed Japanese, and 
this would be very effective. In ad- 
dition a minimum wage enactment 
would be very effective. If the house 
was honest it should have no trouble 
in preventing tlie inliux of tlio Japan- 
ese. 

Not Being Fairly Treated 

With regard to better terms, the 
speaker wmild only state that the 
province was getting into too many 
differences with llie Dominion. Me 
enumerated a number of them. There 
were others whicli had not as yet been 
recognized. One of these was the 
question of bridges. There are fifty 
or sixty bridges in Canada whicli are 
smaller tlian the Fraser river bridge 
yet the Dominion government would 
not aid in its cohstruotloh. ' 

In fact, the- province was not receiv- 
ing proper treatment -in the ^matter of 
pulillc. works'. In' Quebec, John'ny 
Crapeau has a wharf built for. him, 
.Johnny Crapeau's brother had anotlier 
wharf and the whole family has a 
wharf of its own. ^ 

Opposes University 

Mr. Williams began to criticise some 
of the measures which the speech from 
the throne forecast. One of these was 
the university bill. He had oiiposed 
the legislation looking to this at ilic 
last session and he was going to op- 
pose the measure this year, 'i'lie lion, 
member for Y'niir had hailed tiio (M'e- 
ation of a provinci;il univer;,ny wllh 
pif.'asure in that the youfh of the prov- 
ince would in >liis way ))e able to oli- 
lain an education. How many of tlie 
youth of the pnn'lnce would bo benefit- 
ted by the creation of such a univer- 
sity. " Not th(! lialf of 1 lier cent. Most 
of ' those, too, wore the children of 
parents who were quite able to pay

FBUIT GROWERS WILL 
ORGANIZ^EXGUANpE 

Plans Are Discussed by Repre- 
sentatives of tlie Victoria 
■■■ 'District 



The adjourned annua! meeting of 
tho 'Victoria Fruit Growers' aasoeia- 
lion was held yesterday afternoon at 
the city hall, when matters o£ Ini- 
liortaiu-e, left over from last meeting, 
were considered. Tho director.s' re- 
l>ort on the progress of the organlza- 
lion of the proposed fruit ' exchange 
which has been under consideration for 
Home time was considered and tlio 
(clauses thereo'f generally accepted, 
t^ertain. new by-laws were brought up 
and approved. H. Puolcle, of South 
Haanlch, was ajppolnted a delegate to 
attend the coming meeting of the 
13riti;;h Columbia Central exchange to 
be held at Rovelstoke on February 5. 

The meeting passed a resolution 
l)ledging support to tlie local exchange 
and a large number of shares were 
taken up. No d'Ulieulty is ex])Octed in 
raising aU (he nenes.sary funds to 
r i-ward the idea. 

The directors' report on the progress 
of the organization of the local ex- 
change was as follow.s. 

Directors Report 

1. '3'he directors wish to make it 
clear to tlie shareholders of the asso- 
ciation that there is no desire to 
change the constitution as approved 
in 1U03; that the organization of a 
systoni to control tlio selling of fruit 
is simply carrying out the develoi>- 
ment planned by the original subscrib- 
ers to tho memo of association. Copies 
of this, with other information, will be 
printed shortly and circulated for gen- 
eral information. 

2. Certain new by-laws will be 
put before you for your approval. The 
directors consider them necessary to 
facilitate business and prevent mis- 
understanding In the new worlc the 
association is undertaking. 

3. The appointment of a manager 
is being considered. Ajiplications for 
the position are now being received. 
The man with the best experience and 
highest testimonials will be selected, 
provided satisfactory arrangements 
can be made as to salary. 

4. The manager will receive a fi.xod 
salary, subject to an increase, bonus 
or otherwise, as the business warrants. 

5. The manager, on appointment, 
will proceed lo make himself acquaint- 
ed with local conditions, and investi- 
gate channels fm- the disposal of tho 
fruit crop. 

G. Tlio director.s will be guided, to 
n. large extent, by tho result of these 
investigations, and the ' m'anageY's ad- 
vice as an expert, as to' the method of 
carrying on business for 1908. 

7. The association will hire 
temporary premises, and sell direct to 
buyers in Victoria, or ship away by 
express, or in carloads, to outside 
points, as may be necessary. 

S. For I'JflS, 10 per cent will be 
charged on all goods lutndled. If, af- 
ter working expenses ;ire paid and four 
per cent on stoek, there lu-e surplus 
f-uFids, they will be distributed to tho. 
growers p."o rata to tliolr shipments, i ■ 

S. Packers will bo employed by the 
association. ■ They will pack or super- 
vise the packing of all apples and 
pears, or plums and prunes .sold 
through the exchange. The manager 
will make all arrangements with the 
different districts as to. .dates and 
places for pacing.' ' 

10. The directors consider that 
$1000 will have to be called to provide 
the nece.Hsary funds to carry out this 
programme. 

11. All unpaid assessments on 
shares alloted will be called up as the 
directors consider necessary in the next 
few months. .Members would assist 
the directors if they would make pay- 
ments as soon as possible. 

12. Although tho liy-laws only lay 
down that one share is necessary to 
obtain the full privilege of tho asso- 
ciation, the directors retiuost that all 
those who can will sub.scribe to moro 
than ope share, especlaljy those, with 
large interests at stake. " For instance, 
a grower with twenty acres of fruit 
will be expected to hold more than a 
grower with Ave acres. 



Art. !• — The administrative authori-

Tlio sfoamor Charles Nelson, running 
from San li'rancisco to Tacoma, had 
a strenuous time ol'C the Columbia 
river during the heavy gale on Sunday 
last and Nils Lalne, a seaman, 28 years 
of ago, was washed overboard by a big 
comber v,'hich swept over the steamer 
and. drowned. After having his sup- 
per In tho mess ho,>*ee amidships Laine 
was returning, to the forecastle. 'Wiiile 
he was oh' the,.,pialn,..deck the Nelspn 
shipped ah Ihimense^: waye and -the 
sailor disappeared!. ■ No one saw him' 
swept into the angry deep and it was 
a few minutes before it was definitely 
Itnown that he had been lost. 

When Laine was found missing, a 
search was made of the ontirc vessel 
bu.^ nothing was .seen of him. It was 
evident that lie had boon carried off the 
deck by tho wave, wliicli -was tlie 
worst the Nelson shipped during the 
storm. Shipmates of the unfortunate 
seaman believo that he was struck and 
stunned by a ladder leading from the 
deck to the house. This was broken 
by the wave. Everything on deck was 
washed adrift but no material damage 
was done to the vessel.

The Japan Gazette, which 
rrprints a translation of tho law pro- 
viding for tiif! exclusion of foreign la- 
borers from Japan, says: 

This Jap.'iuoso i'^oroigii Laboi' I'lxclu- 
sioii law uliioii has liem in existence 
foi- over eight years, should be a pi'rfect 
Justification for similar occidental cx- 
olnslon of oriental lahurprp, if that were 
coiitumplatod. 

One thing is plain, namely, that in 
Iho face of ail tliese liappenlngs (these 
Japanese Kxcliision Ordinance, Rules, 
Notifications, etc, of ,Iuly 27, ISIKl.) 
there can be no further talk iibnut the 
duty o£ keeping tlie wc.'.-itern dnor open. 
If Japan is and has been closed against 
all foreign labor, or what pre- 
text can the Umtefl Statos, Canada and 
Australia be kept open to Japanese. la- 
bor? 

It only remains to eniph.asizo tho fact 
that occidental countries do not set 
themselves to exclude oriental immi- 
grants generally, hut simply desire to 
keep the right to regiilati: an influx of 
undesirable aliens — a right wliich Japan 
herself wisely aBserted In tho imperial 
ordinance lierelnbefore quoted. 

The Imperial ordinance. No. 852, which 
was passed July 27, 1S99, rends: 

Art. 1.- — Forelgncr.s who either by vir- 
tue of treaty or of custom have not 
freedom may lierenftGr rcsldo, remove, 
carry on ti'tuic and other actions outside 
tho former settleinentH and mixed resi- 
dential district.'':. Provided that in tho 
case of laborers thoy cannot reside or 
i-arry on tiieir buslnoKS outside tho 
former sotllemcntH or mixed ro.sldontial 
districts unless imder the special per- 
nilBbion of the adnilnistratlvo authori- 
ties. 

The nature of such laborers (referred 
to in tho preceding oIrubb) and dotalis 
for tho operations of this law shall bo 
doclded upon by tho minister for homo 
affairs. 

Art. 2. — Persona Infringing tho ]U'o- 
vlso of clauHO 1 of tlio foregoing artl- 
clo shall bo Kontonoad to a fliio not ex- 
ceeding 100 yon.

Mr. A. K. McPhlIliBS,/K. C, the

manner very far indeed from being 
calm and .^e^bodlca), besides being at 
times rather hysterical (hear, hear), 
and I think, sir, that before I con- 
clude the observations whibh I pro- 
pose to present to this house upon the 
constitutional issue I will be able to 
demonstrate to tliJs house what not 
unfrequently occurs In the history of 
parliaments, that the hon. gentleman 
(Mr. Oliver) has but once again afford- 
ed a most admirable illustration of 
the rather well known fact that a lit- 
tle — and a very little— knowledge of 
constitutional law is a very dangerous 
thing, indeed. (Cheers.) The lion, 
gentleman is well acquainted \vlth the 
agricultural industry, and is quite ca- 
pable in other respects, but still in 
the very nature of thing.'-:, it is quite 
impossililo for him to enter with an.v 
particular credit to himself upon the 
peculiar domain on which he has boon 
floundering fluring the pa.st few linurs. 
(cheers), and I cannot but think that 
many a shudder must have passed 
through the minds of the lion, the 
leader of tho opposition, and of tho 
lion. monilxM- for Yalo as they listened 
to the many ponderous utterances of 
that lion, gentleman upon this con- 
stitutional question. (Applause.) 
Question of Interruptions 
Tho hon. member for Yale has taken 
obji:ction hcc;uise while he was ad- 
dressing this liouse I lia\'e Interrupted 
lilm on one ur two occasions. I regret 
very much the fact that the hon. gen- 
tleiiKui se'oms to think that I have in- 
terrupt<ul him :'iinii)ly for the pur))osc 
of throwin.g him off hi.s line of argu- 
ment. As far as 1 am concerned, I 
have only this to say, While I iim 
upon this subject: That 1 will only be 
too glad to be interrupted on this or 
any other oci'asion whenever any hon. 
mornbei- dosires to olitain a fuller ex- 
pl.anution of the matter I may 1,)0 en- 
l^aged in discussing. (Hear, lio:ir.) 

If the lion, gentleman h.as studied 
the history of modern p.'irl'aments^ 
he will .500 what Is tiie practices in this 
respect; and ho will Hud that the i)res- 
cut leader of the house of fjoonnons 
in England, Sir Henry Campboli-Ban- 
nerimtn, is time and again interrupted 
In the course of ills speeches; and he 
will further percolvo that that right 
hon. gentleman always preserves his 
tinipor on auch occasions, and gives 
a proper answer to the member of the 
house in question. (Hear, hear.) The 
Idea kept In view In these popular as- 
semblies Is that they should not be 
mere debating sopietles, where hon. 
gentlemen may make set. and mo'i-o or 
less admirable speeches, but that we 
are hero to discusj and dellberato upon 
tho affairs of tho country. (Hear, 
hear.) And it very often happens that 
tho very right moment for making 
such an Interruption Is just when .some 
pertinent matter occurs to some hon. 
member. I have heard of the Eight 
Hon. A. J. Balfour time and time again 
stopping In his speeches to answer 
objections and interpellations; the very 
things which tho lion, msnjber 'or 
Y^ale thinks ought not to be Permitted 
to occur in this house, 

Aland's Possibilities 
^ now propose to .deal with certain 
matters which arc contained In the 
speech from, the throne. I now repre- 
sent a rural constituency, and I wish 
to cmphaniKo tho important fact that 
tills constituency includes many and 
diverse potentialities of the highest 
possible value. I represent the Islands 
which lie within the Insldn passage 
along Vancouver Island; and hon. 
Kentionion If thoy so desli'o can easily 
satisfy Iheinselvcs In regard to the 
extraordinary capnblllties of tho soil 
In these Islands, And in order to mako 
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acquaintance with, these valuable facts 
it, is., only; necessary to take a' trip'' 
among' -these . Islands on the Irotiubls- 
or 'on the -City of Nanainio. I am" 
sure =,thatf:ho,n.iV,ge,ntlemen can easily 
satisfy "thehjplr^^SK^ in' the near 
future ' these "igiartds' •will ' produce a 
great deal of the produce' that will be 
used in the City of Victoria and In the 
surrounding districts. (Applause.) Ce- 
reals of all kinds of the very highest 
quality and agricultural products of 
every description besides thorough- 
bred horses, cattle and sheep in the 
greatest abundance flourish In these 
Islands, and I know that I will have 
tho hearty support of the government 
in advocating the interests of the class 
which is so suiiremely important to 
bring about the develdljment of this 
country. (Applause.) Tlio agricul- 
tural classes, sir, are .always to be 
depended upon (.hear, hear) and we 
have also on this side of . the house, .a 
particular affection for !thls moBt- lm-f) 
portant class, because as a rule they 
are a very conservative class. (Ap- 
plause.) We should pay, sir, proper 
attention to the exploitation of the 
groat agricultural classes of this coun- 
try, 1 notice ivith much pleasure that 
the government intends to do some- 
thing in tho way of irrigation, but -at 
the same time I would like the hon, the 
mini.ster of lands and works to co*n- 
slder whether he could not adopt some 
sclieme for bringing many of our great 
timber areas InfTO an arable condition, 
at much less expense and with much 
less labor than .are now necessary to 
bring tliose territories under the, do- 
minion of tlie hoe and of the plough. 
(Applause.) In my own constituency 
as woil as in many otliers we see these 
valiant pioneers struggling manfully 
with hundreds of acres heavily cover- 
ed with heavy timber which, if thoy 
were cleared, would be most suitable 
for cultivation and the and th 
for cultivation and the raising of mo.st 
valuable crops. >Chd I most earnestly 
trual that when the Important subject 
of irrigation Is under consideration 
the problem of dealing with the clear- 
ing of these valuable lands In some 
cheaper manner than is at the present 
time available to our settlers will be 
taken up and solved. And I look for- 
ward witli the utmost confidence to 
this being done at a very early day. 
As to Immigration 
In regard to the immigration act i 
must say that it does not become our 
Liberal friends opposite to take the 
position they have Indicated in respect 
to the relntroductlon of tho Natal act. 
For, aa a matter of fact, the Hon. 
David Mills, .an eminent Liberal min- 
ister of Justice, when the lieutenant- 
governor reserved his assent to a simi- 
lar bill, declared In ■ his able report 
upon the subject that whenever a 
lieutenant-governor reserved his as- 
sent to any bill the proper course that 
the government i.i question 'should 
pursue in such circumstances, was to 
reintroduce tlie bill in the very next 
session of the legislature and lo have 
it passed througli its regular stages In 
the usual way; as a preliminary to 
re-submission to the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. (Hear, hear.) And such ap- 
pears to be the policy of the govern- 
ment in the present case. 

Premier McBride's Mission 
Now, sir, in regard to the mission 
of the hon. tho prime minister to Eng- 
land, an attempt has been made here 
as well as by the Liberal press of the 
country to throw ridicule upon ■fliat 
mission; bu'tT submit, sir, without fear 
of contradiction, that throughout the 
length and breadth of the Dominion, 
the step taken by tho hon. the prime 
minister lias received universal com- 
mendation. (Applause.) Although 'we 
are one of the youngest provinces o't 
the dominion with -a very large area of 
territory and a small population, it 
is a matter for both pride and satis- 
faction that wo have a lirst minister 
who is altogether too lirni and too in- 
dependent in his character to allow 
himse-lf ° to be controlled by the views 
of thfe other premiers at the confer- 
ence held In Ottawra. (Cheers.) And 
I consider it a matter for congratula- 
tion on the part of every member of 
this assembly that we have a premier 
so forceful and so strong that he could 
go down into the capital of this great 
Dominion and maintain with vigor 
and with success the rights and the 
interests of this great province. 
(Cheers.) And when the hon. gentle- 
rnan took the decisive stop of going to 
the foot of the throne, he was able to 
obtain in the iierformanco of his 
arduous task, material assistance from 
the ministers of the crown, who in 
their politics belong to tho great 
Liberal party of England. (Cheers.) 

And it is iierfoctly idle in all these 
circumstances for my hon. friends op- 
posite to cast ridicule upon the lion, 
gentleman's mission, which was so 
clearly successful in Its results. 
(Cheers.) 

Public Expenditures 
Now, sir, in resjiect to the expendi- 
turo of public money, 1 merely wish to 
siiy this: It oc<'urK to me tliot, even 
though we represent constituencies 
which either In whole or in part, are 
under municipal orgiiiiizal ion, we 
should not be entirely cut oif from 
sharing in the consolidated fund of 
the province, and 1 submit for the con- 
sideration of tho hon. tho Prime Min- 
ister and of Ills colleagues, when they 
iii'e framing the estimates, that llicro 
are even in municip.-ilities, public 
works, which justify some expenditure 
out of the revenues of the province, 
and one of these in my opinion, is 
certainly to be found In the main com- 
munication which oxend from district 
to district throughout the province. 
(Hear-hear). 

Trunk roads, in particular, even 
though thoy pass through municipally 
organized territory should receive some 
assistance from provincial funds. 
Provincial Finances 
In respect to. the. flnances of the 
province, it Is -indeed most gratifying 
to learn, that they have been torougiit 
Into such a prosperous condition and 
further, that our m'ost optimlstlc vlews 
in relation to our finances have been 
adequately and most completely real- 
ized. (Cheers). 

During the elections, I stated iny 
strong belief, that under Cons(U'vativo 
administration, the credit of the jirov- 
inco should be rehabilitated in the 
money markets of the world, while 
the resources of the province would 
be wisely and ]iroperly conserved, 
and further, th.at such an inrush of 
capital and such a revival of indus- 
try would then take place that it 
would be nuito possible for tho govern- 
ment to reduce taxation. Even some 
of my friends, deemed this doubtful, 
bul.I haVe, I am most happy to say 
proved, to -have been right, and niy 
constituents have told me, one after 
another, that In many Instances, their 
taxation has boon cut In two, while 
In other cases this has been reduced 
by ono-third. (Cheers). . .This is; sir, 
a most gratifying fact, and especially 
Is this tho case In a farming' oommun- 
ponnlo are compelled to struggle along 
under rather adverse conditions. (Ap- 

phlUHO). 

It is my Arm belief, sir, that 
through tho adoption of a proper pol- 
loy and through a wiso and Intelli- 
gent conservation of thn Immonso ro- 
Honrcos, which this province undoubt- 
edly itossbssos, it wlU ha vdulto pofisU 
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ble for the government to reduce tax- 
ation to a vanishing point. (Cheers) ; 
just in the same manner, sir, that un- 
der wise and able management, large 
dividend's accrue to the' sKa.i;^(^der| 
in our corporate institutions! ' ^Api' 
plause). For if, sir, these corporations, 
which only possess a scintilla of our 
Immense national resources are enabled 
to divide amongst ' themselves, largo 
dividends, it should be surely possible, 
in tho liands of alile and progressive 
men, to so develop the resources of this 
province, that, the vanishing point In 
regard to taxation shall be re'aehed. 



I therefore, sir, look forward to the 
day when this liajipy condition in our 
affairs will be brought about. (Cheers). 
And. I am.ljnoreovor, sir, strongly of tho 
pplWoh's^thflt ,fh6...hon. tho -Minister of 
Flnrance is.-ieCntitled, not merely at the 
hands of the members of my own 
party, but of all the members of 
this legislature, to Our most hearty 
thanks and to the Avarmest conimen'- 
dation for the extraordinary degree of ', 
success, which has attended his most 
careful, most shrewd, niost-.indefatiga- 
ble^mvanagehaent -of vtlfB" financial ■ af-r 
fairs- of ■' this (great ipro-vri'neei .t'CCheers).

jLleutenant-Governor"tJuhsnSulr>sent 
: the following 'letter .to. the- Secretary 

i 61 State: 

■ "Victoria, B. C, April 29, 1907. 

Sir — L have the honor to inform 
you that I prorogued the legislative 
assembl.v in tlie province on tlie 15tli 
itist., at which lime I assented to a 
number of bills, duplicate copies of 
which I am forwarding today by rcg- 
istcraa mail. I bavja thought It advis- 
, atilo to reserve for the pleasure 'of His 
Bscellency thie sGovemor-General, bill 
80,' an act to regulate 'the Immigration 
Into Brltisli Columbia. My reaaons for 
doing so are that this ibill appears to 
bo but a modified forrh of othef acts 

. dealing with the samfe subject which 
have already been disallowed, and 
should it become law, might seriously 
interfere with our international law, 
ana federal interests. 

("Signed) , JAMBS DTTNSMUIR." 
This is a letter from an officer of 
the Dominion government to the au- 
thority to which th^e British North 
America act makes hinii accountable 
fo^ the manner in which he exercises 
the powers vested in liim as sucli an 
offic'er. Tlie reasons set out therein 
were not the result of advice given 
eitber by his responsible advisers in 
this province . or by any member of 

■ the, Dominion governipent. The only 
^coBolWsion ' Is that His Honor acted 

upon his own und.erstanding of the 
meaning of his instructions. There 
rema.lns^ therefore, the open .question; 
nks ;'a' ,X«ij!Utenait,-6oyOTnor the rigjit 
to construe his own Instructions? Un- 
til this has beien answered the posl- 
''tlon will not bo cleared up, and it 
seems to us tbat the proper person to 
artsw-er that question is' the Premier 
of Canada. We think the Premier of 
Canada Is Jps.dutxj^ound to answer 
It,' 'for 'unfU'"' tfe has' clb'iie so the con- 
stitutionality of, the Li'eutenant-Gov-. 
crnor's act will necessarily bo open to 
■ question in a great many minds, and 
it -Is in trid-'ilast^ degrgei^nd'eslrablo 

■ that there shbuVd -bfe^^n^v'aoubt ao to 
' the constitutionality of an act done 

by so exalted an official. It is oln-ious 
that if he may do so, h'e may at any 
time expose himself to all- manner of 
criticisms. In which eVent a. new and- 
highly objectionable* featur'e will be 
introduced into our political life. He 
has a right to the protection which 
Llie advice of a responsible ministry 
or th'o diroctlond of the paramount 
a,uthorlty may afford In any case. As 
the matter now, stands, and as It must 
stand until the Dominion government 
comes to his relief, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is without such proi'ection 
and U exposed to attacks to which 
he cannot reply, and must Inevitably 
have a bad effect upon public confi- 
dence. The truth of this can bo bct- 
• ter shown by extracts from two of the 
Liberal papers than In any other way. 
We quote from the Toronto Globe: 

The people of Britiwh Columbia 
.seem determined to pres.s for the re- 
tirement of Lieutenant- Governor 
Dunsmuir because of the action of the 
Wellington Colliery company in con- 
tracting with the Canadian Nippon 
company to import Japanese laborers.

The following Is one of spveral re- 
ferences to the same aspect of the case 
to be found in the Victoria Times:

These two new:!pa))er^, botli of 
v;bicli are supporters of tlie Dominion 
government, talco tlie position tliat the 
Lleutanant-Govcrnor's exercise of his 
authority;} without flj^^ some 
.!onn?cti6n ^vltb the 
Canadian-Nippon company. 

Never before in the history of thi.s 
country were facts disclosed which 
warranted a .suggestion of this cliar- 
acter, and It cannot be pas.std over 
In sllenco. The condition la- not ol 



our creation, but It exists and some re- 
lief must be found, If public confidence 
in the administration of affairs is to be 
restored.' Those who ai-e responsible 
for it must nnd the solution of it. That 
responsibility re.gts with the Dominion 
ministers and their supporters, wlio 
have succeeded, by playing at politics 
and by seeking to emljiarrasSi, the local 
government, in placing 'the' £teutenant- 
Governor in a position from which they 
will experience great dlfllculty in ex- 
tricating him without great loss of 
prestlgf%t0)<themselve3 oiv.ln extricating 
'themsol-v-es without placing hlin In an 
extraordinary and Indefeijsifale,-. •. pbsi-r 
tlon. It is the \vorst:' dtlemmfr'S'-wlih 
which a ministry was ever con- 
fronted. 

Wo draw attention to tlie date .of 
this letter. It Is April 29th.- ^vhloh was 
several -itib^thS^' bd'for'e trie bafee at- 
tempt was made to fasten the rc- 
Hponsibillty of tlio Lioutonant-Gov- 
ernor's action upon IMr. McBrido. When 
Senator Scott S:ave out his version of 
wliat .'passed between him and Mr. 
McBrido, and the telegram which he 
.sent to the Lie\itcnant-Governor, ho 
had in his possession this letter, 
wherein that officer reported to him 
What be had done and why he had 
dono It. A more disingenuous action 
It has' rarely been our mis'fortune to 
have to chronicle. We quote wiiat 
Senator Scott .'^aUl in regard to hi.=; 
conversation witli Mv. McBrlde, and his 
telegram above referred to: 

Hon. R. W. Scott stated what led up 
to this oorres))ondenco was n conver- 
sation that [ had with Premier Mc- 
Brido when in Ottawa on his way to 
England at the tiino he was .t;oin'^ 
tliere to .state tlic posilimi of l^rlli.~h 
Columbia in connection with "Botter 
Terms" than tile other provinces liad 
acciuiesceil in. lie called on me. The 
conversation took place in the office 
of the Secretary of State, not a private 
office. 

I asked McBride: "What are you 
going to do with that bill'"' referring 
to the immigration bill. "^^'■^lUit be 
assented to or reserved''" 

He repliod at once: "It will be re- 
served." 

After lie left the office I thoiipht it 
better to malvo sure of it, altliough I 
had no reason to doubt 'the truth of 
what McBrido had told me. At the 
same time, he had been absent from 
the province a week, and did not know 
what changes might have taken place 
m that time. . ,. • 

■ Th'ls completely boars out what wo 
have said time and time again. "I had 
no reason to doubt what Jlr. IvLcBrlde 
liad told me; at the same time ho had 
been absent, from the Province a week 
■and did not -know "What changes might 
have taken place in' that time." This 
clearly shows that the Secretary . of 
.State did not profess to understand 
that the Lieutenant-Governor was 
acting lri'''Wrstiai{ce of- ^ilr. 'McBflde's 
advice. If he had so understood be 
never would have supposed that any 
change could liave taken place after 
Mr. McBride left the Province. The case 
then has been con\'iiicingly demon-, 
dtrated. Mr. McBride was. never for a 
single moment held by the Secretary 
of State to be in any way responsible 
for the Lieutenant-Governor's action. 
If Is superfluous to di^cu.ss tiiis phase 
of tlie case any further, but the un- 
derhand course which the ; Wberal 
presi and the Liberal leaders in this 
province have seen fit to taicc; the de- 
ception which they liavc endeavored 
to foist upon the people will not be 
forgotten in a long time. 

MR. ROSS SHEDS LIGHT 

Mr. Duncan Ross. M. P. for Yale- 
Cariboo, seems to assume that he has 
a divine right of censorship upon all 
the rest of mankind. It had not oc- 
curred to those, who have the pleasure 
of his acquaintance, that he was in any 
special degree qualified for th's im- 
portant, didleult and self-imposed task, 
and the manner in whicli he sets out to 
dlscliarge it indicates that his ways 
are the ways of the scavenger. He 
seems equipped for the handling of 
political filth, and takes pleasure in 
the process. Last year he made him- 
,self : obhoxloua. Uo. all.' right-thinking 
people by ' preciriltaling a (3isous,sien, 
which did more to injure the .^tandins 
of public men \>p.for^ tl:e people of 
Canada than anything that l.as oc- 
curred in a genertitioii. This year he 
resumes his tactics, but ' In this in- 
stance takes care to indulge in his 
propensities with ;he ;)rejnlt'.i of a 
continent separating him from tlie ob- 
jects of his malice. His nttaclc upon 
Jlr. W. J. BowsGl- in the House of 
Common.^ on Thursday was grossly 
false. Mr. Bowser sn rui.filusivtly an- 
sNV'ered him in the Ilouao hero that It 
is unnecessary to pursue the matter 
any further, but bis statement that the 
[losltion of the Lieutenant-Governor in 
respect -to the Bowser liill i.s due to 
tlie fact that he ha.s "Iricky pollti- 
ciaii.i" as his advisers, Is worthy of 
some rofercnce. Wc do not say that 
there were no "tricicy politicians" Ini- 
pllcaletl in that tran.-'actlon, although 
we slionld not iiavc thouglit of apply- 
iiig sucli an exiires.sion to tliein, if l\Ir. 
Boss bad not given it to us. A tele- 
f;riim has been read. In the House 
noln the Secretary of "State to the 
Llsutenant-Governor. It was as fol- 
low.'! "Vour premier, Mr. McBi'ide, 
iiiisurcd me tiiat the bill entitled an 
Act to regulate immigration. Into Brlt- 
i.sh Columbia would not receive assent, 
but would be reserved for consideration 
hero. Can I rely on this assurance?" 
While this telegram, being entirely 
nx parte, cannot 'be hel(l;tOjl)l^d Mr. 
McBrido to Its exact language, leit us 
take It, as we have a riglit to assume 
the Secretary of State intended it to 
be taken, namely, as a statement that 
Mr.;M§Brlde:told him that the Lieuten- 
ant-Qovernor Intended to reserve the 
Bill, and a request to Infonnod if 
thlM would be doiii\ \\'e point out 
first: If Mr. McBride, spouking as 
premier bf British Colunibla,:;hrid|,t)ffl- 
clally Informed the Secretary of ' slate 
that the Bill v/ould be reserved, the 



Secretary of State would not for one 
moment have asked , the Lieutenant- 
Governor if he could rely upon what 
the provincial Premier had ."raid. The 
fact tliat 'Senator Scott asked: "Can 
I rely on this assurance'/" shows that 
he did not consider Mr. McBrlde's 
statement as official, but only as a 
personal statement made in the ordin- 
ary course of conversation, which, in 
point of fact, it was. The Lieutenant- 
Governor replied In th^v affirmative to 
the "Secietary oif Stat*i;"'ari(i 'therfe the 
whole matter would" have ended, if 
certain "tricky politicians" had not 
thought they saw a chance to get in 
.their fine workv'-,HaVing learned of this 
pefsbnar conversation between Senator 
Scott and Mr. McBride, tncy believed 
tliey saw an opportunity to strike the 
latter a vital blow, and by what can 
only be charaeterized as atr least an 
act of extreme discourtesy^ they pub- 
lislied the conversation to the world, 
and cialmed tiiat it stinwed Mr. I^lc- 
Brido to have advi.sed the Lieutenant- 
Oovernor ^n the coui-so which .ho, took. 
Wo now know on the authority of both 
the Lieutenant-Governor and Mr. Mc- 
Brido tliat tlie iiitcrpretatioii, which 
they chose to put upon lyhi't passed 
between those tvvo gentlemen, was ab- 
solutely false; that Mr, McBride did 
not advise the line of artinn taken, 
and that the Lieutenaut-Govcnior act- 
ed as an olBcor of the Dominion gov- 
ornmont, which is exactly the meaning 
which .Senator Scott's telegram shows 
that ho placed upon .Mr. McBrlde's 
statement. Up to tlu' sending of that 
telegram there was notiiing in the 
transaction to suggest political trick- 
ery; that came in when certain mem- 
bers of the "solid seven" wormed out 
of llie Secretary of State matters 
which ought to have come before Par- 
liament In the regular way. Their 
"trickery" has resulted In placing their 
leader in a diiricult position. 1-le must 
either approve of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor's act or lie must disapprove of 
It.

ONE VIEW OF CANADA 

Tlio Blnniughani Dally Post is one 
of those papers which speaks with an 
assumption of authority about Canada 
and things Canadian. It seeks to ac- 
count for the surpiiis of labor in the 
eastern cities of the Dominion \)y ex- 
plaining to Its readers that the farmers 
of prairie regions do not keep their 
hired help all winter, and as a result 
the men drift to the cities referred to. 
It seems hopeless to say anythin;j 
which will enable a paper, so little In- 
formed as to the geography of the Do- 
minion as the Post appear.^ to be, to 
reach anything like an adequate con- 
ception of conditions prevailing In this 
country, although it says its conclu- 
sions liave been formed from oliscrva- 
tions on the spot, .According to tlie 
Birmingham paper Canada is a pretty 
hard place for the working man In the 
winter time, unless "he can get worl: 
cutting timber on the bluffs" or in tlic 
eastern forests. It demonstrates this 
fact to Its own satisfaction, but those 
whose obsen'atlons extend over a con- 
siderable series of years in Canada, 
will probably prefer the demonstration 
of their own (.'.Nperipnce, and as one of 
them the Ciilonist niu.st .say that it 
never knew, until the Post told it, that 
the country is such a terrible place 
in the winter time. The Post Informs Its 
readers tliat they know^ what econniic 
interruption has been caused in iOiig- 
land by a spell of frost, and adds that 
"in "Canada, except for the valleys of 
the Pacific coast, the spell Is far more 
intense and it lasts from <">clobe_r to 
April and often longer." Our contem- 
porary !!ays it will not give tempera- 
tiires unless challenged to do so. "WoW, 
wc 51 V(! it the challenge, not to prove 
;hat it iB not colder in llie winter in 
'■a;iRda on ;in aver.'.ue than it li.'is re- 
c^nt^y beer, in 'Oifvlanil, but that the 
ter.-v-'ri' ;u! f of tlie cc>untry during tlie 
wlnrir is such that the country is to 
be condemned from the worklngnian's 
;-tandpo;nt on account of the weather. 
It says tliat Cnunda is a beautiful and 
\ery cold country, as beauHlul and 
i cold as Kussia. We are without any 
:-ccont tables of Russian temperature, 
and we doubt if the Post has them, but 
we hapiien io know a few thiiigK about 
Canada and wc dispute the statemcnl 
tiiat it Is a very cold country in which 
."liolls of frost last, from' October to 
April and often longer. But may we 
ask the Post what it ineuns \vlirii il 
i^ays RussUr.' Does it mean tli.; l.-mds 
around the White .Sea or tlmse In Ir- 
kutsk'.' Mad it the (.'riniea in mind oi' 
tho Volga valley': Does it intend to 
co.mpare Canada with 'S'akutsk or Po- 
land? And' when It speaks 'of Canada, 
what does II refer to'.' Nova Scotia Is 
not. a very cold province, nor i.s the 
greater part of New Brunswick, nov 
arc parts of Quebec,, nor Is t^vo Ontario 
peninsula, nor Is a large part of Al- 
berta, nor is British Coiumliia. If the 
Post undertakes to quote temijeraturcs 
let it do so fairly. Let It point out 
that rthe' country .Jylng- Jiiat east of the 
Rockies from tho international boun- 
dary as far north as tho Peace River 
valley has an average higher tempera- 
ture, witlii less winds, than prevails in 
the thickly settled .state of Minnesota 
and In the Dakotas. The Post says that 
the facts relating to.:our .\ylnter tem- 
perature have been glosdiidi over. By 
whom have, they been glossed over '.' 
Certainly not by the people of Canada, 
who have nothing whatever to i^onceal 
about their winters. It Is not the win- 
ter temperature of the coufilry that 
cause,^ people from tho United King- 



dom to fail to find employment hero. 
It is .i bj6oause,':toojimanjf?,of them are 
content' to stop In- the cities, where as 
a rule there are already;: a .sufficient 
number of people to do iill the unsklllr: 
ed labor that offers ' * 

We belljsVo our Birmingham contem- 
porary, notwithstanding Its erroneous 
views, desires to aid in the solution of 
the emigration problem and as far as 
It is able to prevent men from the 
United Kingdom, ..from jmeetlngr with' 
disappointment when tlioy come out to 
Canada. Therefore we wish to remind 
It of a factor of the cacc v.'hich it over- 
looks. In England people are divided 
more or less distinctly Into classes, we 
do not now incan'' social but industrial 
Classes. What we call "the all-round 
ma.h" is never the product of an old civ- 
ilization, lie Is developed on the fron- 
tier where conditions are newer. The 
linsUlllcd \vorIvman f roin ISngland is 
not readily adaptable to the conditions 
of a .country "like .Canada. The un- 
skilled Canadian, If he cannot do one 
tiling will do another. And this is 
what the unskilled emigrant from the 
United Kln;;dom-,'' must expect, and 
even the sklllcd 'rneclianic may as well 
make up . his mind to soinelhlng like 
the same experlcnc-e. It is because 
they fail' to .appreciate this fact that 
so many p?i?tjli^^^ora , the United Klng- 
iloni are- disnprioin'ted by vvhat they 
ciHOunter in Canada. "What the rem- 
edy is we do not pri:tcnd to say, but 
Uie dillieuUy will \s-ork itself out sat- 
isfaetfji-ily in good time, although In 
tile meantimo there may be t'ome In- 
convenience -to Individuals. 

The Post thinks that a Royal Com- 
mission pi-esiiled ovcy by the Prince 
of \V;ilcs nii,;;lit be appointed to lake 
up the whole (luestion of emigration 
and In that connection carry on a 
plan of exploration of the Empire. We 
think the Po'st is in error .-is to tlic need 
of the proposed exploration. On the 
other branch of the subject, perhaps 
it may bo rlylit. . Siieaking'as a Can? 
adian newspaper, the Colonist' would 
hall with satisfaction an organization 
which would ass^i'me the responsibil- 
ity of seeing that the men, women and 
children of the ITiiiicd Kingdom who 
live on the rugged edge of poverty 
all their lives, are brought out to this 
land under condl^tjons. which .would 
ensure a nilnhriimi of disapiiointmenl. 
Hut v.e tell our contemiiorary tinit 
there u i II. always be some disappoint- 
ment to tiiose who suppose that In a 
new country they can continue to live 
on tho same lines as 'they did in an 
old one.

^joino interesting recollections of 
old Dartmoor appear in tho Liverpool 
Po.st from the jien of Mr. J. V. Collier, 
who as boy and man lived ;i, few mile; 

One of lils father's 
clerics, whoso father in turn whs an 
olliclal at Dartmoor, and lived there at 
tho time tho .French prisoners of war 
were in it, remembored the ingenuity 
and industry of tho captives. There 
WHS scarcely a householder in the dis- 
trict near Tavistock who did not pos.",- 
ess something made by the .rren.^h- 
men.

"That this council desires to be 
placed on record as approving the 
principle of adult .suffrage in munici-

Aid. W. .1. Fulierton will again en- 
deavor to get the city council to seek 
power to make regulations governing 
the sale of coal and wood in the city. 
Last year iie introduced a similar sug- 
gestion, but it failed to bring forth 
such results as he looked for and de- 
sired. At. the forthcoming council 
meetJnig , Aid.- Fulierton -will introduce 
the following resolution ; - ; 

"That the council requests that the 
legislative committee in Its report 
seeking from the legislative assembly 
amendment.-! and additional powers 
under the Municipal Clauses' act to 
Include the following clauses to give 
authority to the municipalities to reg- 
ulate the sale of coal and wood as fol- 
lows: 

"To regulate the mode of selling and 
delivery of coal, and for coinpelling the 
weighing of coal .sold either in the 
yard of the person soiling the same, 
or on the city scales, and for regulat- 
ing the giving of ticiiets or certiflcatoH 
of weight by the seller of the coal 
and by >iflme offloiai and for the keep- 
ing '^'records by such ofilcial of coal 
\v*^f?hod. and for payment of a reason- 
ibie fee, and to compel the carrying 
•jf scales and weljrhts for the weighing 
if coal on each vehicle used in dellver- 
ig coal, and for compelling' tlie weigh- 
ing at tlio request of the purchaser 
when t;ie purchase Is of a less quan- 
tity than one ton, and for providing 
penalties on refusal or neglect tb weigh 
and for breach of the legislation msjdo 
lierounder; 

"To regulate the mode of sale and 
delivery of cord wood, including cord- 
wood lirousht into the, city from out- 
side .'be corporate limits, and to re- 
riuire aii cordwood sold to be delivered 
in vohiolos with racivs so measured and 
adjusted as to contain a cord of wood, 
and for eompelling' tlio delivery by 
tlio seller to the purchaser of n ticket 
correctly, stating the measure supplied, 
and for compelling nieasurement tit 
the city market by an olficial and pay- 
nient of a; rca.~onable fee, and tf!e gjv- 
in.g-, of tickets of meaSurenioht and 
for markiJng of such cordwood. and for 
keeping of such records by such ofliclal 
and regulating the mode of loading 
wood on vehicles, and for providing 
penalties for ohlUerating or defacing 
the mark placed on cord wood b'y an 
otTicial or the alteration or destruc- 
tion of any ticket or the breach of any

The 
order includes -in, 000 feet of rough tim- 
ber, 21,000 feet of dressed tlmlier, 530 
feet of T. & G., shingles, window and 
door sashes .and Venetians of various 
sizes.

A legal battle arose yesterday when 
the case against yon Pfug, otherwise 
the Baron von Gasseiidorf, was called 
in the jiullce court yesterday, wnich 
resulted in the case being remanded 
till Tuesday to permit of counsel cit- 
ing authorities. 

it appears that the original Informa- 
tion against the accused s was- with- 
drawn, and-anbtji.ei^ feWtltjitfefecharg- 
ing him with having 'Usfed false pre- 
tences by liavmg untruly represented 
himselt to be the Baron von Gassen- 
dorf. Yesterday this information was 
also witlidrawn and still another 
sworn in itr-i place charging ' that the 
false ijretences consisted in having 
represented that he had witlidrawn 
$il5 trom the safe at the Dominion 
hotel which he subsequently lost in 
the Poodle Dog cafe, a statement 
leged to be untrue. 

For the defense J. A. Aikman pro- 
tested most strongly against wliat he 
styled an abuse of the processes of 
the court. 

"My client has been held in prison 
for weeks on faked warrants," said 
Mr. Aikman. "How miich of this sort 
of thing is your honor going to stand? 
This court is being used by the prose- 
cution as £1 collection agency, as its 
actions have shown. There, is no au- 
thority under which Informations can 
be withdrawn without permission 
from the attorney-general's depart- 
ment. There is no justice in such 
proceedings." 

"My friend loses sight of the fact,'' 
replied Frank Higglns .for the prose- 
cution, "that false pretences rform the 
gravamen of this charge. When this 
case came up before he asked for par- 
ticulars of the false pretences. Now 
1 have given them and the details are 
to be found In the new information of 
which he receivoil notice. It is folly 
to state that the prosecution is bound 
in such a way as my learned friend in- 
timates. I am at libertR-- to lay as 
many informations as I please." 

Mr. Aikman replied that the var- 
ious Informations contained separate 
and distinct allegations ot tho false 
pretences allti-.e/i to have been em- ! 
ployed, and that the sums of money] 
alleged to have been so obtained also I 
differed. He was ready to go on, but i 
wanted the informations dealt Willi as i 
they were laid, and he repeated liis al- , 
legations as to tlie motives underlying'^ 
tile prosecution, | 

The magistrate intimated that the ! 
former informations would be permit- j 
ted to be withdraw,n,.and that the lat-;| 
est Information 'would be proceeded 
with. 

At this Mr. Aikman rose and object- 
ed to the last information on the 
ground that it did not disclose any 
false pretence. Fven It it were a fact 
that Ills cliont liad untruly stated that 
he had lost some mon6y wiieii he ob- 
tained the funds in question, which he 
did not admit, that was not a falsi 
pretence \yiiicli could liave Induced 
the prosecutor to lend , the money. 

Mr. Higglns stated that the infor- 
mation alleged that the statement did 
cause the prosecutor to give the money 
and that consequently the whole ques- 
tion became a, matter of evidence. The 
magistrate, however, - said that at first 
blush a statement that a man had lost 
money would be.an inducement to re- 
fuse rather than, to grant a iqan, and 
he '.called upon counsel to ctte authori- 
ties.. As th.e point had arisen unex- 
pectedly an adjournment was taken to 
permit of this, being done. 

The' accused was released on $300 
ball, provided by Fred Schaefer.

Shakespeare Improved 

The fact is that Shakespeare was a 
professional playwright and that he 
li.ad no merely academic theories. In 
composing iiis plays he followed un- 
hesitatingly the principles tiiat had 
guided his immediate predecessors. He 
was seeking ever to give the play- 
going public what it had been accus- 
tomed to enjoy to tho theatre, better 
in degree, no. doubt, but the same in 
kind. -I4ke these predecessors he kept 
to the .traditions In^ierlted from the, 
mediaeval mysteries! and he tAought' 
in terms, not ol 'acts an'd of scenes, 
as a modern playwright is forced to 
do, but of a continuous narrative 
shown in action. There is no reason 
to suppose that he would have ap- 
proved of the attemiit of the editors 
of the folio to cut up his plays, each 
into five acts. There Is every reason 
to suppose that he woidd have been 
greatly annoyed if he could ha\-e fore- 
seeu the way in which later editors 
have chosen further lo subdivide tho 
acts Into an inlinity of scenes — a sub- 
division which we may be sure was 
never his Intent. 

Nowadays wo have been so accus- 
tomed to read Shakespeare In one or 
another of (ho trim and tidy modern 
edition.-! with a division Into acts and 
into scenes, each of which indicates a 
change of place and each of which 
seems to .'-suggest u i'hange of scenery, 
that it is only liy -i resolute effort 
of the will that we are able to shake 
off the preiiossc.'islons derived from 
this nilsleadlng and confusing presenta- 
tion of his te.xt. I'robabiy even to- 
day a majority of those who enjoy 
reading Shakespeare would bo ' sur- 
prised to be told that there Is no war- 
rant whatever for this alleged change 
of scene and for these superabundant 
subdivisions of. his story. Many oC 
these readers would be taken aback 
by the unexpected discovery that all 
this cutting up of Shalcespears's te.xt 
was the work oC his commentators, 
with Rowe at the 'bead of the proces- 
sion. Some of these readers would 
feel as though they were deprived of 
a precious possession if they had only 
an edition In which all this useless 
machinery was swept away. — (grander 
Mathev.'s In January Forum.)

Qarntsh with some nicely 
cooked Brussels .sprouts and mashed 
jiotatoes,. formed Into balls and 
browned lii - the oven. Serve good 
gravy In a tureen.' 

Minced Mutton, 
Remove all the skin and fat from a 
cold joint of mutton and chop the 
meat very finely, dredge it thickly 
with four.-, season with pepper and salt 
and add,s6rne good gravy and a 'small 
piece of butter. Stir this over a slow 
fire while It heats through, but on no 
account ntust It boil. .Make a 'wall of 
mashed potatoe on a hot dish, turn 
t.ho mine Into the middle, garnish with 
pickles and serve at once. 

Roast Ham and Green Peas. 
Boil a liam In the usual way. When 
tender take off the rind and trim tlie 
ham neatly, put it in a baking tin with 
enough of tho liquor to come half way 
up tiie ham, cover with a i)iece of 
greased paper, and bake In a ver.y 
quick oven for tlu-ee-quarters of an 
hour. Brush over with thin glazci and 
send at once to table wlt'h a paper frill 
round the knuckle. Carve in very thin 
slices, and hand a good dishful of 
green peas with It 

How to Roast a Chicken.

Tie. the thread 
in a bow ktiot.j Press the legs close to 
the body, di'aTV.Itag them up as high as 
possible. '.Run the thf?-ded needle 
through tlie lege »nd body and return 
to t'tie first side an inch from the place 
where the needle cohies out. 'IMe in 
a bow knot, spread ii slice of salt jHirk 
over the breast of the chkken, set on 
a ruck in a pan of suitable size and 
■set to cook in a hot oven: aflcr eleven 
minutes reduce the heat and let cook 
about two hours. Baste everj' ten 
minutes with the dripping In the pan, 
or witli hot fat taken from the to)) of 
the soup kettle. Dredge with flour 
after each basting. An eight-pound 
turkey retiuires at least tliree lioiu's of 
cooking; often aiioMicr hour is desir- 
able. A fowl is cooked when the joints 
may be easily separated. 

■ Broiling Cooii'ed bleats. 

We have said that only tender meat 
— meaning by this naturally tender 
meat — was 'suitable for broiling;, but 
there are one or two varieties of meat 
tliat are first made tender by long, 
slow cooking, and then broiled to im- 
prove tlie flavor , T'he foremost of 
these are ti'ipe and sweetbreads. Tripe 
is an ine.vpenslve article , of food that 
lua.v be sei'^'ed In many appetizing 
ways . Perhaps the best of the:ie, as it 
Is certainly the simplest, is by broil- 
ing. Sweetbreads In some sections are 
considered ti choice tit bit, and a great 
delicacy, and bring a hlg.h price, 75 
cents and $1.00 pei- pair. In other 
localities they are given or. thrown 
awaj', and in country places, where 
there- is only a moderate demand lor 
them, they sell for from 20 to 40 cents 
a pair. Both of these articles are well 
adapted to. t'he needs of ths'ifamlly of 
two. Tripe may be purchased'"freHb 
or pickled. In buying fresh tripo get 
only enough for one meal, about a 
pound. More of the pickled !irticle 
may be purchased, as it will keeii in 
the refrigerator a, week or longer. I're- 
sumably the tripe Is tender when piir- 
chased. If i.hls bo not the case U. 
must be sininiered until tender in 
boiling water. Sweetbreads spoil very 
ciulcklj', and must be cooked as soon 
aa purchased. Lot stand In cold wa- 
ter an hour or more changing the wa- 
ter often; remove veins, skin,, etc., 
cover with boiling water and let sim- 
mer nearly on hour. Drain and cover- 
wlth cold water When cold wipe dry 
»nd sot.aaldo im+Jl r",''f^v to nm.

Jessie Puts Into Santa Barbara — En- 
countered Rough Weather After 
Starting Cruisis 



The block of the coal floet at San 
Francisco Is growing and owners of 
the .steamers, which arc unable to dis- 
charge their cargoes brought froni 
Newcastle, are commencing suits for 
demurrage. For being delayed- thirteen 
days in getting a berth to discharge 
cargo, $2,52G is being asked in tho 
courts at San Francisco on behalf of 
the British steamer Bankloigh, whoso 
charier provided for tho discharge of 
600 tons a day following her arrival. 
Tlie German ship K. C. BlckmerH is 
also .suing for demurrage, suit being 
brought against Evan C. Evans against 
whom the action of the Bamklelgh Is 
also brought, for $l,t)90 for seven days 
demurrage. At tho present time 
twenty-two vessels, with over 100,000 
tons of coal, arc in San Francisco bay, 
Nine of them are discharging ,17,000 
tons of coal at various bunkers and 
thirteen are lying out in the stream 
awaiting a chance to land their car- 
goes. Sixty-live vessels with coal are 
eltlier loading at Newcastle, Australia 
or lire on their way from lliat plaeo 
with co.'il in addition to vessels almost 
daily arri\'ing from other places. 

Tho purchasers of the Australian 
cotil are reported to have lost hcavllj' 
on this business. When the shortage 
occurred last winter a largo number of 
contracts were made for Australian 
coal, too many for the reriulrenicnts 
of the coast and the result has been 
that the market has been seriously 
glutted and the Australian coal is be- 
ing sold at San l''rancisco for less than 
it cost to lav the cargoes down at the 
Bay City. 

Another effect of the block has been 
to bring into service some disengaged 
vessels which have been lying idle at 
Oaklalnd. The Algoa, which has been 
idle for a year, was brought Into ser- 
vice to take the cargo brought from 
South America by tho Kosmos liner 
Dendorah, for., which space Is not 
available at present on shisre.

Marine Notes 

The steamer Vadso, which was taken 
to Coraox for temporary repairs, bein.g 
floated from the reef near Capo Lazo 
by the British Columbia Salvage com- 
pany's steaimer Salvor, is expected to 
start for Baquimalt today, and will 
probably arrive on Sunday. 

According to a telegraphic advice 
from AVashington,. the United States 
war department has made an unfavor- 
able report oh tlie projected improve- 
ment of Dry strait a,s an alternative 
channel to .Wrajigell narrpws, Altislsa. 
The report 'of the local engineers finds 
that the, cost of maintenance would l>e 
great, and that it would' be -a. Ipris 
time before the proposed lihproye'mcnt 
would benefit shipping, it is .urged, 
however, that worii . continue on tho 
Improvement -of the Na.rr6ws. 

-Following her long, and hard voyage 
to . Hakodate, Japan, , and Guaymas, 
MeKico, the American steamer Pleiades 
is- lying at Xacoma undergoing gen- 
eral repairs.. Her machinery is being 
thoroughly- overhauled and she will 
bo in flrst-class shape for her next 
voyage. The. Pleiades Is not yet char- 
tored( but -it . la, likely she will return 
to ' the Nome. route,^on . which. 'She piled 
during the season of 1907. 

Panama's first ateameri t^a "David," 
has' recently been launched^ In- .Great 
Britain from the yard of Messrs. J3d- 
wards & Co., Ltd., Mlllwall. She is 
of about 300 tons gross and Is of a 
special type, her draught being very 
light, notwithstiinding her great carry- 
ing capacity. She has been built to 
tho order of Messrs. Rosing Bros. & 
Co., Ijondon agents of the Navegaclon 
Naclonal of Panama, and is tho largest 
of three steamers that have, been or- 
dered from the same builders. AVhen 
ccmi)leted, the David will steam from 
the Th;uTies to Panama via Cape Horn, 
and will thus earn the distinction of 
being one of the smallest vessels to 
attempt this long ocean voyage. 

Reports from Japan clearly indicate 
tho progress which is being made there 
in shipbuilding. The Mitsu Blshl Co., 
Nagasaki, report three steamers of 
:!ri,700 ton.s, and an aggregate of 40,- 
0(10 horse '.'power. This is an increase 
of nearly 24,000 toii^ over their out- 
put in 130G. They have on hand eleven 
steamers of S0,O0b ton.'=!, which Includes 
one turbine steamer of 13,700 tons and 
IG.nOO horse-power. 

It is now definitely announced from 
Madrid that the new Spanish warships 
which are to be constructed at a cost 
of $S0,0nO,0O0, will be built on the' 
Clyde. The programme calls for their 
completion by the year 1310.

Every 
nienibor of the house was against sucli 
an influx. There was, the speaker ad- 
mitted, the Imperial question which 
must weigh with Ottawa, iind ho could 
not perhaps altogether blame the Lib- 
eral leaders for their action, but he 
did blame them for trying to load all 
the responsibility upon the govern- 
ment of this province. As a resident 
of British Columbia for a number of 
years there were a number _of quos- 
tions. which appealed to.Jiifii-as a,, i-ea- 
snn wiiy tiie preserit'.IilBeral regime at 
Ottawi* should bo oilsted> .Roferriiis 
to Premier •McBride's fight for bettor 
terms' he diclared the Federal -gov- 
errimenl owed British Columbia somo 
820,000,000. All knew the tretitn-.ont 
tfie' premier received when he '.■-■cnt to 
O'ttaWa to discuss the yunstloii '.'.•'.'.h 
the other premiers oC the \:\riouc, 
provinces. Ths only '^vay in whlcii ir.e

by the rout of the present incapable 
administration in Ottawa. 

Fisheries Question 
■ Touching upon the fisheries que.s- 
tlon, Mr. Thomson declared tHls, tto bo 
another most 'Important questlbh, one 
bearing greatly upon the ia-aaperity 
of the province. The Industry; It was 
patent to all, has not been prospering 
during the past few years. Instead 
It has been .steadily going back and 
there has been a conflict between tho 
province and tlie IJoniinion for con- 
trol.

Another grievance the province has 
is that relatmg to tho Indian reserves. 
The administration of the reserves -.had 
been ,g:ranted by British • Colimibla to 
tho Dominion to be admuiistered for 
th-3 benelit of tlu Indians. Tracing tho 
status- of the province regarding these 
lands under Confederation, Mr. Thom- 
son declared the Dominion goveriunent 
has been letting those lands under 
long leases to favorites, thus holding 
them back from settlement. He in- 
stanced the Songhees reserve question 
in which Victorians are vitally Inter- 
ested, and which has been^. aigovirce o£ 
trouble for the past forty lyears;^.■' He 
told how pressure had be'eh brought 
upon Ottawa.to 'settle-the dispute and 
how thatiftgoyerhment^ had bipcked 
negotiations which the city and the 
board of trade had commenced, lie 
declared that on all of the above 
grievances the people of British Co- 
lumbia would be justified in kicking 
out tli<i present government at Ottawa 
and he predicted that at the next gen- 
eral election. Honorable William Tem- 
pleman would be down and out, and a 
i;onservative pledged to promote tho 
ocst interests of the province would be 
found in his place. 

At this stage, Hon. Messrs. McBrlde 
and Bowser, and Messrs. Ross and R. 
P. Green, who had entered the hall, 
were called to the platform and as 
they made their way to tho front they 
were received with, cheer after clieer. 
Premier Well Received 
AXtor a humorous recitation by Mr. 
Cliluk, tho chairnnin called upon 
Premier McBrlde, who, as he arose to 
speak, came in for another remarkable 
demonstra.tion of enthusiasm for him- 
self personally and as the leader of 
the Grand Old parly in this province. 
The premier In acknowledging the 
hearty reception said It gave him gyeat 
pleasure to be present. As a rule 
Conservatives are always prompt In 
their engagements, but he was sorry to 
havo to apologize for his late arrival 
occasioned by the fact of business of 
an urgent, nature. The enthusiasm 
displayed by the meeting struck his as 
never before that the cause for which 
they were all li.ghting was the right 
one.

Mri'-.B(>vvSer, who jjilso was enthusi 
astltsallyj'S' cheered, 'declared it was a 
plea^u^.eSib; address such a large and 
repjpeseiifatlve audience. About a year 
ago,''.he];H'aid ajipeared in Victoria In 
great campttlgh which had resulted In 
a grreat victory. When the result of 
that election had been announced in 
Vancouver no one was gladder to re- 
ceive the news than the Conservative 
Of that city. All knew that the life 
of, a public man was not all beer and 
'skittles and the higher one got the 
more abused ho was. But in the in 
forests of his party a man could well 
afford to Incur the slurs of his political 
opjioncnts sliould be be convinced of 
tho sujiport and .friendship of his own 
party.

be properly enforced. > , ,, , 

Discusses' -Fisheries - 
Referring to . the ' fisheries question 
iMr. BoWser oongrratulated' Mr. Thom- 
son on his speech. The latter, he 
stated, was one of the level-headed 
members of the house. He thought 
that the men on the ground knew most 
about the needs of .the fishing indus- 
try and could at tho same time attend 
to It best. Ho showed how the l-'raser 
river industry has dwindled in tho 
past few years under the existing 
reign of graft by which political fa- 
vorites had beon given rights which 
they abused. 

Tho rights of tho \vork;nginan and 
the rights ol.' the capilalisls who has 
put his capital into the industry have 
not been rega'rdod by the foderal gov- 
ernment. But an industry handled by 
;i minister -1,000 miles away could 
x])octed to prosper. The 
failing indiustry has resulted In num- 
erous commissions. When such men 
as Dick Hall, J. C. Brown, "gone to the 
lienitentiary (not as a prisoner of 
course)," another gentleman, a rever- 
end gentleman whose knowledge of 
the subject must necessarily be small, 
and much money and that was about 
all there was to it.

One of his acts 
had been to jiut a stop to that com- 
pany's ]n-ivilego in Cowlchan bay and 
tributaries and he had warned that 
concern that should It Persist in fish- 
ing there, he would seijie its boats, nets 
ami other paraphernalia. The provin- 
cial government did not jn-opose to 
block legitimati^ (mtorprise even though 
the backers of siuli might be grit poli- 
ticians. All, of whatever political com- 
jilexion, should got cfiual justice. 

In concluding, Mr. Bowser only hop- 
ed that when tho next election was 
fought Templeman would go down to 
defeat.

Short speeolies were also madb by 
n. V. Green, late 'commissioner of lands 
and works; J, L, Beckwlth and W. 
Blakemore, all of whom urged upon 
tho (3onservatlves of Victoria the ne- 
cessity of getting an early start to the 
work of organization and to see that 
no newcomer to the city should be al- 
lowed to go without having an opiwr- 
tunlty of "being' placed upon the lists. 
Mr. Blakemore,' 'referring to an edi- 
torial in an eastern daily which stated 
that it would not be long before the 
west -would ^I'Vft'-a premier to the Do-

could be only one answer. .Mr. Blake- 
more touched upon the -Natal act and 
the premier's light I'or better terms, 
and conchulcd by urging that no effort 
should 1,10 .spared to effc(.-t complele 
oi-ganiza tion by which success would 
be assured.

With memories of certain 
articles in the correspondence cblumnfe 
of the local press in his mind, he added 
that the police were being "hounded" 
now ciuite suCflclently without the city 
purchasing a pack of trained animal."; 
for such work. 

Aid. Mills said a blood hound had 
nearly eaten him up once, and ho had 
no love for the animals since that 
time. 

- Aid. Calland persl.sted that his sug- 
gestion should not be taken in a jok- 
ing manner as he ventured It seriously. 
There were no animals of the Icind in 
tlie :Doiiiinlon west of the Rocl^ios, and 
the 'holding of a \>:ick in A'ancnuver 
would do much to iireveiil daring 
crimes since the perpetrators would be 
mucli nioi-e afraid of capture. 

Chief Chamberlain said he under- 
stood that the animals must have 
some article of clothing from the man 
to be followed in order to take up the 
scent, his evident reasoning being that 
it tlie police could secure a liat or coat 
from the crimivfal they would stand a 
good cliance of having the man as 
well. , 

The cpiestion was then passed over 
without action. 

The iiuestion of the establishment of 
a signal patrol system was taken up, 
and the tenor of the discu.sslon left no 
doubt but that pressure of the strong- 
est kind will be brought to bear upon 
the council to authorize the inaugura- 
tion of the work this year. 

Chief Cliairibcrlain gave his opinion 
tliat the committee in considering the 
plans for additions to the jail system 
of tlie city should make arrangements 
for the separate confinement of the 
convicted prisoners. He did not be- 
lieve that the present quarters on 
Cordova street could bo arranged to 
meet the existing conditions satisfac- 
torily. 

Jlayor Betliune suggested that the 
day of tlie use of prisoners on the 
chain-gang, working on the city lanes 
and streets, had about passed. Chief 
Chamberlain was in accord with this 
view, and said the proper method -of 
dealing with the question was provid- 
ing a. quarry where tlie prisoners-might 
work in an enclosure at brealcing rock. 

This phase of the question was dis- 
cused at some length, ending in the 
appointment of a subcommittee to 
look up the question of an outside site 
fpr a separate jail.

WANT EXTENSION 
i,flFJMl]NTY 

Associated Boards of Trade 
Send Request, to Ottawa ' 
6o\^rnmenJ^''' '; 



Nelson, Jan. 24. — The Associated 
Boards of Trade, which convened at 
Moyie this week, have passed a strong 
resolution In favor of an extonslou of 
th(i lead bounty for another term of 
live vears, and have also accredited 
Messrs. J. T.. Ixctallack and L. Pratt as 
delegates from the board to Ottawa 
press upon the Dominion government 
the claims of the load mine owners. 

Tlie preamble to the resolution pass- 
ed sets forth tlie bencHt derived dur- 
ing the past live years by the estab- 
lishment of a stable minimum price. 
It showed that these results had Ijeen 
attained by a smaller expenditure than 
had been witicipated, only $G1C,976 
being expended up to December 1, 
1307, out i)f $2,500,000 appropriated. 

It went on to point out that the high 
tariff on lead ore and products by the 
United States had recently been made 
more onerous by a duty on the zinc by- 
product of lead mines, thereby cutting 
off. a source of revenue, and the fact that 
the Canadian market had not increas- 
ed proportionately to the output, snd 
showed that these things prevented 
the Icati industry being able to do with- 
out a bounty. It finally concluded by 
pointing out that the heavy expense of 
the development of mines coupled with 
a period of low price, would close down 
many of the iirlnciptil producers' if 
there were no bounty given, and then 
followed the resolution: 

"Therefore bo it resolved that the 
Dominion govrnment be asked to ex- 
tend the load bounty for another per- 
iod of five years, with thn addition that 
the sliding scale be made to apply when 
lead is £18 or lower. Instead of £16 
or lower, as at present."

A 
license was granted to the promisoa

Magnesen, 156 acres of tho reserved 
crown lands at KItamant. The itn- 
p'rovemonts on land consisted of a 
small cabin and some slashing. No 
stejis had been taken to i)rotect the 
interests of any parties who may ha\-e 
settled u])on any of these lands, as a, 
pro-emijtion record had been refused 
on account of the reserve.
